Stuart Forbes, Inventor of Machine Gun Sight, 

now Working on an Improvement for big Guns 

A short lime before he was wounded ou the Y'pres sulieut, last summer, Lieut. I>. Stuart 
Forbes, M.C., Arch, 15, machine gun officer of the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry, 
was responsible for a noted improvement in the sight in use on the British machine gun. which 
won for him high praise and a bouus of a large Sum from the War Office. Lieut. Forbes is now 
reported to be working on an invention which it is expected will revolutionize the operation of 
the heavy British howitzers which have done such good work for the British on the western 
front. The turning of a howitzer has heretofore proved u task which consumed a greal ileal of 
valuable lime, and which involved the services of many gunners. Lieut. Forbes' new mechanism 
is expected to much facilitate this operation, according to latest reports from England, where the 
young Metiill graduate and football player is now on leave recovering from his wounds. 

Lieut. Forbes was graduated in Science proper before he took his course in Architecture. He 
wits one of the first to volunteer for service with the First Universities Company under ('apt. (iiv- 
gor Barclay, and became sergeant in the machine gun section before the unit went overseas. Af- 
ter winning his commission in the field, Lieut. Forbes rejoined the Pats, as a lieutenant, and was 
placed in command of the machine gun section of which he was formerly sergeant, lie won his 
Military Cross for good work with his guns on the Ypres salient last dune. Lieut. Forbes was 
on leave in Canada a short time ago, and at that time revisited the University, lie is a sou of J. 
Colin Forbes, the well known Canadian artist.

CONFERENCES OF 
HAGUE SUBJECT 



Official word was received by rela- 
tives in (lie city yesterday of the 
wounding In action of Lieut. Ernest 
Howard Cliff, Arts 'IB, who went 
overseas with the Second Universities 
Company, and later was commissioned 
to the nth Battalion, Royal Fusiliers. 

Lieut. Cliff, so the official notification 
received from the War Otflce states, 
was slightly wounded by gunshot in 
the back, and is now a patient at No. 
S Qeneral Hospital, U.K. P., at Rouen, 
Francs, 

Lieut. Cliff, a member of the old C. 
O, T. C, which preceded the present 
battalion, immediately signed up as 
an Instructor when Major Qeddes 
formed the provisional battalion. As 
such he assisted in training many of 
the officers of the battalion and oth- 
ers who have since gone overseas, lie 
was platoon sergeant in "It" Company 
when the Second Universities Com- 
pany was formed in the spring of 

1016, at Nlagara-on-the-Lake under 
('apt. (leorge C. McDonald, M.C. In 
this unit Lieut. Clift took the rank 
of sergeant, and with this rank went 
overseas. In England he was accept- 
ed for a commission in the Royal 
Fusiliers, In which several other Mc- 
Olll men were serving. After under- 
going further training, Lieut. Cliff 
went to Prance eight months ago. He 
has been gassed twice, but not seri- 
ously. Latterly he has been serving 
on the Somme. 

Lieut. Cliff is the son of John Cliff. 
35 Prince Albert Avenue, Westmount, 
and attended the Montreal High 
School before coming to McOlll. He 
was pursuing a double course in Arts 
and Medicine when ho enlisted. Lieut. 
Cliff is L'l years of age.

JOINS INDIAN BATT. 

When war broke out, Pestus 
A. Johnson, a member of the 
class of Medicine '17, and a 
Six Nations Indian from the 
reserve in the county of lirant, 
Ontario, determined that so 
soon as he completed his course 
In Medicine at McOlll, he 
Would offer his services to the 
militia authorities, and, If ac- 
cepted, would go overseas to 
Join hundreds of his tribes- 
men who are serving In Can- 
ada's overseas army. A few 
days ago Lr. Johnson quali- 
fied as a full fledged medicine 
man in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, and as soon as he re- 
ceived his degree hurried home 
to Ohsweken, Ont., and there 
was accepted as Medical Offi- 
cer of a battalion being formed 
largely of Indians from the 
reserve. Dr. Johnson hopes to 
go overseas with his battalion 
when It leaves this country. He 
was horn at Ohsweken in lHfll, 
and Studied at the Caledonia 
High School before coming to 
Mc< llll. 



OOOOOOOOOOOOOOO 



A fair attendance of the Historical 
club last night listened to two very 
comprehensive papers on tie- subject 
of the Hague Conferences. The first 
paper of the evening was delivered by 

O; W. Bourke, Aits 17. on ihe First 
Hague Conference, 

In his opening remarks the Speaker 
drew attention to the fact that prior 
to 1898 two attempts hail been made 

to bring about a board of interna- 
tional arbitration in the Holy Alli- 
ance of 1815, and tin- Proposal of Na- I 

poleon III. in 1SH3, both of which had ! 
failed. However, in IS'.iS. through the 
Initiative of Russia, a convocation of 
the world powers was called at the 
Hague. For methodical facility the 
conference was divided Into three i 
committees, the first dealing with the 
problem of armaments, the second with 

the protection Of hospital ships, and 
the third with the question of arbi- 
tration. The speak) r pointed out 
that the problem of arbitration was 
the most important, and that It was 
resolved that arbitration be obliga- 
tory, and that one mediation be held 
before a formal declaration of war. 

Germany did not agree to this reso- 
lution till 1908, but then only to trans- 
gress six years later, in August of 
1914. 

The object and ultimate aim of the 
first Hague Conference had been the 
maintenance .of International peace. 
The present war has proved the fail- 
ure of the project, because moral ob- 
ligations have been disregarded, At 
the present time the Idea of a world 
peace is in a very unstable condition. 
Not disarmament, but equality of the 
Powers of the world, backed up by 
force, would, perhaps, be a favorable 
condition to an effective board of In- 
ternational arbitration, 

The second paper of the evening 
was ably delivered by W. II. Brady, 
on the subject of the Second Hague 
Conference. 

The Second Hague Conference, the 
speaker indicated, was convoked at 
the Instigation of ex -I 'resident Roose- 
velt, but finally summoned by the 
Czar al the Hague in 1000, This Con- 
ference differed from the former In 
the larger national representation, and 
in the general make-up. Turning to 
the method of procedure, he pointed 
out that the meeting was divided In- 
to four commissions, and these again 
were sub-divided. Turning to the 
work of tiie Conferences, many topics 
were brought up relative to the legal 
prerogatives of belligerents and neu- 
trals on sea and land. Among other 
resolutions It was passed that viola- 
tion of neutrality and the throwing of 
projectiles from balloons were to be 
considered contrary to international 
law. We have only to look at the 
Ocrman violation of the neutrality of 
Helulum and Luxemburg to see how 
the Central Powers have respected 
moral obligations in this respect. At 
the Second Hague Conference it was 
decided to hold a third Peace Con- 
ference in eight years. In conclusion 
the speaker said that the conventions 
had been of no effect in this war. 
either on land or sea, and closed th- 
reading extracts from periodicals 
showing contemporary opinion on the 
Conference. 

Following the reading of the papers 
an Interesting discussion followed, af- 
ter which refreshments were served.

(lu- University to n marked degree. We ore inclined to think of 
vanity as only applicable to the l'uirer sex, and so at once comes to 
onr mind one of the spirits, a wonderful apparition of loveliness, im- 
maculately attired, who resorts to a powder puff, and befnrj the 
mirror proceeds to administer coat after coat of a certain kind of 
application. This, no douht. is vanity of one nature, not nature truly, 
but a nature of vanity, but how much does it amount to, and whom 
does it effect ? We are inclined to think, none but the affected. This 
is, however, something more poignant relating to the every-day con- 
duct of the student body as a whole. It is that of our viewpoint to- 
wards the outside world with which we come into contact. 

Vanity in one's attainments is a common fault that the out- 
sider finds with the college student and recent graduate. The stu- 
dent at the University possesses a false conception of his own great- 
ness, and sees in his competitor, or neighbor, a lack of certain thing> 
which he considers to be of prime importance. It may be true that 
you know more, of certain tilings, than one who lias not had a college 
education, but the fact is that there are many items of which you 
know nothing which to the one you criticise are as baby's play. Still, 
these same things are quite essential to your proper understanding 
and complete grasp of a situation. The man you think of so harshly 
may be making, or may have made a contribution to the world that 
you will not make for some time to come, and as such you owe a debt 
to him. 

Time after time we hear it said, that so and so cannot know such 
a great deal. Why, be has never had an education such as ours, and 
besides, his is only practical knowledge. All well and good, but it 
may take you longer than you imagine to attain the name understand- 
ing in the necessary direction. 

So, in the people with whom you come into contact daily, during 
your summer vacation, or after you have departed from these fond 
precincts, think of them rather as benefactors, who have done you a 
wonderful and needed sen-ice. He is vain beyond compare who con- 
siders it a most unfortunate event that the one with whom he rubs 
elbows is to be pitied for the want of what he has received at college. 

When every McGill man views the other fellow in a true light 
and in his treatment reflects this spirit, at that time will the many 
caustic remarks now heard in many quarters cease. This will be to 
tlie betterment of the individual in his attitude, and in the success 
of his dealings, making it easier for himself and fostering a warm 
appreciation for the name of the University he has chosen to call 
bis own. 



ALMOST TOO LATE. 



One of the unfortunate aspects of college life is that the average 
•undergraduate fails to appreciate the purpose of his coming to col- 
lege, in other words, fails to "find himself" until comparatively late 
in his college course. Perhaps he has come to college because he was 
sent. Perhaps because it was just naturally "the thing to do." Per- 
haps, because he had some indistinct vision of the inestimable bene- 
fits that come of a liberal education. But even if he is blessed with 
the latter, on entering college, the real purpose of his college course 
usually does not become well clarified or clearly defined in his mind 
until his junior or senior year, until perhaps it is too late to achieve 
it. The reason for this is that the student at Yale docs not catch 
sight of the best Yale has to offer, does not breathe the atmosphere 
of a great educational institution, and docs not receive the intellec- 
tual aspiration and incentive that association with great teachers 
alone can give, until too late in his college course. 

Of course one obvious remedy for this situation lies in a ruueh- 
nccded improvement in the instruction offered to freshmen. An- 
other suggestion we have to offer is this, that every undergraduate 
as early in his college career as possible consider carefully just what 
he hopes to get out of his four years at Yale. For in collège as in al- 
most any game or occupation it is always a big help to know pre- 
cisely where you are going.— The Yale News.

Click! Click! Buzï-z-z! the light goes 
out on the board in front of Miss Par- 
ker at the University telephone ex- 
change, and she sits back In her chulr 
to wall for the next call or until one 
or other or both of the red and white 
lights flashes ugaln, indicating that 
tho parties have finished tho conver- 
sation. 

During (he eight hours per day that 
she attends the board (8.SQ a.m. till 
1.O0 p.m.. und rum 2.30 p.m. till D.00 
p.m.), she has an average of between 
five and six hundred calls, from 
anywhere and everywhere, and upon 
every imaginable topic. People who 
are going away over the week-end. 
particularly during the summer 
months, will in a very unconcerned 
manner Inquire what the weather will 
be. Another and this a popular one, 
is a request for the lime o' day. One 
of the most exciting times was the 
day of the recent earthquake shock. 
When Miss Parker returned after 
lunch, that day, she and the relief 
operator were startled by the tremors 
but thought that It was tho snow 
which had fallen off the roof: how- 
ever, within two minutes the lights 
started to flash, and (to quote her 
own words), "I think that every per- 
son in the city called up to ask 'was 
it an earthquake'." The relief opera- 
tor, as well as myself, had to remain 
all afternoon, and our work consist- 
ed mainly in saying, 'Ves! It wus an 
earthquake.' " 

The busiest hours of the day aro 
those from 10.00 to 12.00 a.m., and 
from 2.30 to 4.30 p.m. There nre eight 
buildings on the exchange, the Arts, 
Knglneerlng, Chemistry and Mining. 
I'hysics, Old Medical, New Medical, 
Library and the Tower House. And 
111 ihi se eight buildings there aro 
yeventy-flve phones. The Medical 
building Is by far the most popular 
with those who use the wire. There 
are eight trunk lines, I.e., lines to 
• ,-ntral, and there aro twenty Inside 
iocs— that means forty people cun be 
peaking at one time. And yet when 
the n mark was passed to tho ef- 
. t ti at she must be pretty busy. 
LI b Parker sighed and said. "I'm 
nearly busy enough it is the 
name thing here da:. In and daj out, 
year after > ar. and 1 would like to 
be more busy!" 600 calls in elghl 
hours,— mor ban one a minute, and 
each one requiring about 10 seconds, 

mctlmes longer, yet she Isn't busy 
enough. If you could see the lights 
flashing and the cords snapping and 
hear them clicking, as tho connections 
.ire made or broken, you would say 
'hat she should ask Instead for less 
.vork. 

"When a call comes In," said Miss 
Parker, explaining the mechanism of 
a message, "one of these lights flashes, 
and when I am told what number Is 
wanted I call the City Central, or 
whatever building is wanted, the lat- 
ter direct. When they reply, the 
lamp goes out, and when either re- 
reiver Is hung up, one or other of the 
lamps flash. Informing me that the 
conversation is finished, and I break 
the Une. I have been here," she re- 
plied in answer to a question, "ever 
since the board was placed here seven 
years ago. No! I am not employed 
by the University, but by the Bell 
Telephone Company direct. Some of 
the buildings, for instance, the Arts 
and Knglneerlng buildings, have each 
a phone that does not run through 
this exchange, but are direct lines.

This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 
acres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on H 
must bo performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration or six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pactor, to retain his rlgbtB, must take nut a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year woik has been performed to tho 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may bo acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPKRIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory in tho 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts aro known to exist.
